She allegedly 
told her: “Take care of it; the 
lice won't get around to you.” 
(Police found the diary — minus 
several pages -~- in Daniella Brauns- 
tein's possessicn.) 

As soon as the hearing on Mazal 
ended, Ezra, who had been sitting in 
the courtroom, was ordered re- 
manded for four days.

ASHDOD. Three Rumanian 
stowaways will be allowed to re- 
main in the country until they can 
find another country to go to, the 
Interior Ministry decided yesterday.

to help stabilize Mideast’ 


STUTTGART, Germany (UPI). -- 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Gen- 
scher said yesterday that Bonn 
would continue to pursue its balan- 
ced policy towards the Middle Bast. 

Genscher Loid a radlo interviewer 
that such a policy will “contribute 
to the securing and stabilizing of 
the situation in the Middle East.”

The government force searched homes in the area and arrested 
outlaws in an operation supervised personally by Premier Rashid 
Solh, wha is also the Interior Minister. 

Independent reports from Tripoli said tanks and armoured cars 
blocked all approaches to the market area of the Mediterranean 
port city since midnizht Saturday. 

The area is controlled by a group of 35 Lebanese outlaws whose 
leader, Ahmed Kaddour, is wanted on eight charges of murder. 
He has turned the market area into a barricaded fortreas with 
an arsenal of anti-tank guns, mortars and other weapons. 

The outlaws repulsed a similar attack three mouths ago. (AP, UPI)

BEIRUT |tAP). — Marxist rebels 
claimed yesterday they killed 11 
Iranian and Sritish soldiers in 
fresh attacks against fovernment 
forces in the Sultanate of Oman. 

All were killed in an attack on a 
government post at the western 
fringes of Dhofar Province on 
January 1, said a statement from 
the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Oman {PFLO). 

It also claimed government forces 
of Sultan Qabus Bin Said lost four 
soldiers in the New Year attack 
im addition to the alleged Iranian 
and British casualttes. < 

The PFLO statement was issued 
in Aden, capital of South Yemen, 
the only Marxist-ruled republic in 
the Arabian peninsula. It was re- 
ported by the official Iraqi news 
agency. 

The Soviet Union. South Yemen 
and Irag are the major supporters 


of the Dhofar rebels who have been 
fighting sporadically since 1964 to 
Seize control οἱ Oman. 

The sultanate, on the southeastern 
tip of the Arabian Peninsula, con- 
trols with Iran the entrance to the 
vital Persian Gulf.

Chilean party leader speaks out 
against ‘destruction of rights’ 


SANTIAGO (AP). — The president 
of Chile's largest and most import- 
ant pcelitical party accused the na- 
tion's Supreme Court yesterday of 
doing nothing to prevent “the 
grave danger of destruction” of the 
legal rgats of its citizens ving 
under military rule. 

Patricio Alwyn, president of the 
centre-left Christian Democratic 
Party, in “recezs," along with other 
non-Marxist partles since a military 
coup toppled the government of the 
late Marxist President Salvador Al- 
lende on September 1, 1973, made 
the charge in a lengthy document 
sent to Enrique Urrutia, president 
of the Supreme Court. 

The document, made available to 
the news media but not published 
here, appeared to reflect growing 
dissatisfaction among some seg- 
ments of the party with the military 
government's policy of maintaining 
rigidly contrclled internal security 
in the country.

— Philip Agee is 
a former spy who has given him- 
self a new mission — to attack the 
secret citadel of the CIA. Agee, 
who now lives in a ge.in Corn. 
wall, worked for the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency for 12 years. 
For a decade he was a Cla “of- 
ficer," controlling agents In Ecua- 
dor, Uruguay and Mexico.. For the 
past four years he has been work- 
ing to “blow the cover" on every 
secret he knows. 

“Inside the Company: CIA Diary” 
ts his 640-page paperback book de- 
tailing Agee’s career in microdot 
detail Other disenchanted sptes have 
written books. Great slahs of secret 
CIA operations and methods are 
Secret no longer. What makes Agee 
different is that he names names. 

One appendix in his book lists 
“CIA employees, agents and colla- 
vorators and organizations controli- 
ed, financed and influenced by the 
CIA.”

Pakistan quake toll 5,300 dead, 17,000 burt 


BEESHAM, Pakistan (UPI). — The 
casualty toll in the December 28 
earthquake rose to 5,300 dead and 
17.000 injured yesterday as army 
helicopters resumed flying supplies 
from this rellef base camp to Patan, 
one of the hardest hit areas. 

A spokesman for the relief co- 
ordination committee, who gave the 
latest casualty -report, said the 
killer quake affected- about 97,000 
persons. 

Improved weather allowed heli- 
copters to shuttle between Beesham 
and Patan for the relief operation. 

Bad weather had grounded the 
helicopters on Friday and Satur- 
day, forcing relief officials to re- 
sort to mule trains and hundreds 
of porters to carry emergency aid 
to earthquake victims. 

Stormy weather. continued to 
plague other areas of Northern 
Pakistan devastated by the quake. 

Officials said a team of seismo- 
logists located the epicentre of the 
earthquake -at 27 kms from Patan 
and that 1,200 after-shocks were 
recorded. 

Donations to the relief fund came 
from King Faisal of Saudi Arabia, 
who pledged $10m. and Iran who 
promized $lm., about 40 times as 
much as the U.S. and Britain gave.

The December average reflected 
ἃ 4 per cent increase of the labour 
force employed in the chemical 
industry, 5 per cent im the produc- 
tion of vehicles, and 12 per cent 
in the electric and electronic in- 
dustries. On the other hand, the 
number of diamond industry em- 
ployees declined by more than a 
quarter, while the textile and fa- 
shion industries employment dropped 
by 8 per cent, the engineering in- 
paca by 7 per cent, and the ed 


and leather industries by about 20 
per cent. Employment also ‘dectin- 
ed in the larger food plants. (inci- 
dentally, the decline seems to have 
been most pronounced in employ- 
ment of workers from the adminis- 
tered areas.) 

A similar trend is also notice- 
able in the building industry. At 
the end of October 1974 the num- 
ber of construction workers was 
about the same ad in September 
1978, about 83,000. However, that 
was due to a 5 per cent decline 
in the number of Israeli employees 
and an almost 20 per cent increase 
im the number of workers from the 
administered areas. The latter ac- 
counted then for almost 20 per cent 
of all building workers. But in No- 
vember, a marked change took 
‘place, with the number of Israchi 
workers rising by 650, while the 
number of workers from beyond 
the Green Line dropped by 1,200.

Hillel-Guenther Reich sang his 
five Heder (and “An die Music” as 
encore) beautifully with his even, 
rich baritone and a most pleasant 
interpretative approach, giving the 
poems their best possible expres- 
sion and creating the right mood 
But all the texts dealt with pain, 


satisfactorily, with tonal belance 
and subdued sonorities being the 
order of the day, and Gary Bertini 
conducted with utmost restraint, 
giving full attention to all details.
